Remarks/ArqumQnts: 

Claims 1-7, 10. 12-14. 19, 20, 25, 27. 29, 30 and 32-40 are pending in the appllcatjon. 

Claims 1-7. 10, 12-14 and 32 iiave been withdrawn from consideration following a restriction 
lequlremenL Claims 19. 20, 2ei, 27, 29 and 30 are r^ected. Claims 33-40 are ol)jected to. 

Claims 20, 27, 30. 34-40 rema n pending !n the application. Claims 1-7, 10, 12-14, 19, 25, 29 
and 33 have been cancelled. C:JaIms 20. 27. 30. 34 and 38-40 have been amended as described 
below. Claims 41-44 have beei added. 

In response to this OfRdal action: 

• Claims 1-7, 10, 12*14, 19. 25, 29 and 33 have been cancelled. 

• The subject matter of Claims 25 and 33 have been incorporated into Claim 20 and the 
condifions of the restriclion requirement have been applied to dalm 20. In addition 
proviso 11) has been amended to delete "R^ which la not present In the compound of 
fbnnula QIC). 

• Claim 27 has been am<inded to be proparty dependant from Claim 20. Support for tha 
amendments to this daim are to be found In the spedficatlon, for example on page 62 
Kne 18 - page 63 Ihie 5 of the published PCT application. 

• Claim 34 has been amended to correct certain typographical errors. Certain duplicate 
groups have been rem^fved as have groups that do not fall within the scope of amended 
daim 20. Finally a *3" has been added in ^methylphenyl this amendment is based on 
Example 156. 

• Claims 36-40 have be&i made dependent on daim 20. 

• New dalms 41 , 42 and 43 have been added. These daims are various combinations of 
Claims 3&40 which ha\« already t^een presented to the Examiner and do not represent 
added matter. 

• New daim 44 has been added directed towards a method of treating cancer comprising 
administering a compoi nd of Claim 20. Applicants submit that since It Is limited to the 
restricted group of oom|)ounds In Claim 20 this new daim does not provide an extra 
burden for the Examine* to search and should be considered as part of the present 
invention. This daim is *ftfeli supported by the specification.

Restriction Requirement 

Examiner proposes two new gixiups - Group 16 and Group 16 - In this Office Action to 
accommodate compounds thai: are not present In Groups 1-14. 

As agreed with the Examiner, during a telephone conversation on 11 August 2005 between the 
Examiner and the undersigned, Applicants herekjy elect Group 16 without traverse for 
examination In this application. To lurther prosecution. Applicants have accordingly amended the 
dalms to that subject matter w thin Gro ig 15 and have responded to the Exam iners objections In 
this response based on the anriendments presented herein. Applicants understand the 
Examiners Intention is for this tiroup to be restricted to compounds of fonnula II A or IIC wherein 
at least one of R^-R^ Is -X^R^* and have added the appropriate disclaimer at the end of Claim 20 
- -Ill) wherein at least one of R Is -X^R^**. Applicants draw the Examiner attention to the fact 
that the other definitions of R^-R^ in Claim 20 dlff^ slightly fh)m Claim ia In Claim 20 the other 
groupa In the definltton of R^-R^ are -halo. ^ano. nitro» trifluoromethyl, Ci^aW^yl, -NR^'R^*, 
wherein R^* and R^^, which mjiy be the same or different, each represents hydrogen or 
Ci^alkyl". Claim 19 has been tancelled, Howgi^. Ap plicants belie ve that the proviso added to 
♦hftgnri^tptaliy ^ 20 Is within th.e Intent jon of rastricMon GrouD IS even though the other 
groups redted wi thin thA d ^niHon of R^-R* are silohtiy different to that indicated by the 
Ex aminer in Group 15. 
Claim Rejectfons - 35 U5C § 112 

Claims 19, 20, 25. 27. 29, 30 viora rejected under 35 U -S.C. 112, second paragraph, as b^'ng 
Nlsflnite for ftiiling to particularly polrtt out and dlsHncUy dalm the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

la) Claims 19 and 20 recited tie limitation of "optionally substituted hydrocarbyl group" (ag.. 
deffnltions of R* and R^ which the Examiner stat^ has indefinite metes and bounds because a 
substituted hydrocarbyl group Includes an infinite number of combinations of a hydrocarbyl 
group with an unlimited numbfir of functional groups and/or rings. Claim 19 has been cancelled. 
The subject matter of claim 33 has been Incorporated into claim 20 removing the temis 
"optionally substituted hydrocarbyT and "'optionally substituted heterocyclyr from this dalm. 
Basis for this amendment Is found In the description, for example on page 22 line 21 and page 
17 line 12 to page 18 line 25 (refemng to the published PCT specification). C-ranges for terms 
Hke alkyt. alkenyl, alkynyl. alkoxy etc. have also been Inserted ttom page 5 line 1 to 8 (referring

to the published PCT specification). Applicants betleve that this amendment overcomes this 
rejection. 

lb) Claims 19 and 20 recited limitations within parentheses (e.g. "(wherein...)" or "(lifted via...)", 
etc.). The Examiner stated it was imdaar whether said limitations were part of the claims, or 
merely served as examples. Ctalm 19 has been cancelled. The parentheses have been deleted 
from Claim 20 and replaced, when» appropriate, with a comma. A semi-colon has also been 
added after the definition of T\ Applicants believe that this amendment overcomes this 
rejection. 

1c) The Examiner stated Claim 29 was a substantial duplicate of claim 19 because it redted a 
compound as defined in claim 19 wrth an intended use. Claim 29 has been deleted randering 
this rejection moot 

Id) Claims 26. 27, 29 and 30 sire rejected as being dependent on daim 19, and carrying over 
the rejected limitations. Appllcfmts believe above amendments render these rejections moot 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

Claims 19, 27, and 29 are r^ei^ted under 35 U .S.C. 102(b) as being anbdpated by Kazuo ef. 
a/.. Claims 19 and 29 have beim cancelled. Claim 27 is now dependent on Claim 20. Applicants 
believe that this amendment o^rercomes this rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Applicant confirms that «ie sut ject matter of the various daims was commonly owned at the 
time any inventions covered therem were made. 

The Examiner rejects daim 20 under 35 USC § 103a aa being unpatentable over Kazuo at a/.. 
AppScants respectfitily disagraa. Following amendment of Claim 20 there are now thnee disfinct 
differences between daim 20 iind compound #66: 

1. X is defined as only NH and may not be O; 

2. there la no aubstituent in the 2-position of the quinazdine ring; and 

3. cannot be CFa- 

Appllcartts submit that Kazuo €if. af. provides no motivation to make these changes. In particular, 
ail of the compounds covered liy Kaaaao eL aH, both genericaliy and specifically and induding 
compound # 66. are characterised In that the group linking Q to the phenyl group must be -O- 
(see fbrmula (1)). Kazuo e#. a/, does not disclose alternative linking groups and thus does not

suggest to the skilled person ttiat compounds having an atemative linking group would possess 
the same herWddal activity. "Rie teaching of Kazuo ofc at is thereftwe iimited to compounds 
having -O- as a linking group snd there is no incentive for the skilled person to make 
modifications to this gn>up to arrive at the compounds of <^aim 20. 

Furthem^ore, Applicants note that the Examiner states that R"^ not being halogenated alkyl, Le. 
CF3. means that that the teaching of Kazuo et ah does not read onto claims 33-37, 39 and 40 
(point 6 of the Office Action)^ By analogy therefore, fallowing the above amendments to claim 20, 
Kazuo et bL does not read omo Claim 20. 

Furthermore, Applicants draw tt^e Examiners attention to the fact tliat compound #66 is the only 
compound Itom a list of 170+ compounds to possras a quinazoHne ring. Applicants submit that 
whan a skilled person regarded Kazuo et a/, that person would find no motivation to select 
compound #66 from the 1704* <»mpound& disclosed therein. Nothing in the appKcaKon would 
causa the skilled person to cor»sider this particular compound over any other, and particularly not 
over those compounds where Q Is triazolyl, pyrazinyl. thtazolyl or 4-pynmldinyl (which are listed 
as being prefen^. Thus it could be argued that Kazuo et aL teaches away from the present 
appncation and only with the bsnefit of hindsight can the Examiner allege that the eompounds of 
the present application are obvious. 

Applicanis pdnt out Kazuo et st provides no motivation to select compound #86 lirom the 1704^ 
compounds disclosed therein. However, even If Kazuo et at dkS provide such motivation, which 
Applicants believe it does rKit, <aziJO et at provides no motivation to make the three changes 
listed above in order to am've at the compounds of ihe claimed invention. Only with the benefit of 
hindsight could an obviousnesss rejection be sustained. 

In view of the claim amendmerds and arguments presented above Applicants believe that the 
rejection of claim 20 under 35 USC 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kazuo et at cannot be 
maintained and respectfully re(|uest that the Eramlner withdraws thl^ reaction. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 38 was objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper fomfi because a multiple 
dependent dalm must refer to preceding claims in the alternative language. Claim 38 has been 
made property dependent on e aim 20. Applicants believe that thie amendment overcomes this 
otjectioa 

Claims 33-37. 39 and 40 were obiected to as being dependent upon a re|ected base claim (claim 
20), but the Examiner stated* tvould be allowable If rewritten in independent fbrm Including all of

the limitations of the base dain and any intervening claims. Applicants k>ellev8 that the 
amendment to daim 20 and th s cancellation of claim 33 removes the objection to CJaims 33-37,
